City Council is in receipt of your memorandum of February 10, 1997 regarding the 
increase in the city tax rate from $3.12 (which was the proposed rate when the budget left 
the council budget hearings) to $3.29, the tax rate requested by the administration to the 
Indiana Tax Board, and approved by that body. 


We would like to register our concern that you made a unilateral decision to increase the 
tax rate 17 cents above what the Council, an our constituents, thought would be the case. 
This means that from 1996 to 1997, the tax rate has increased 11%. This gives us a level 
of anxiety. While we understand that the shortfall in income for 1996 and 1997 are not 
the fault of the city, we do feel that the response to this situation should include the 
Council and public discourse. 


The alternatives could be: raise taxes to meet the desired spending levels, reduce 
spending to compensate for the loss of revenue, increase the tax rate but reduce the 
budget to minimize the need for 1998 tax increases since we are very concerned about 
next years budget, or, some mix of these alternatives. Regardless, we would ask for the 
administration to discuss with us these issues prior to implementation of the $3.29 tax 
rate. 

We will await your reply in a spirit of co-operation and working together for the best 
interests of our citizens.
